Nothing coBld -weli be plainer than 
that it i« tb« flxe4 parposo of the 
aaihoritieB at Ottawa to protect tho Do- 
minion fiHhlng right* against Amorica.. 
nKgresBion and bluster. It ia equally 
cLr that in doing ihia Canada will be 
backed up by the whole inauence aod, 
if necessary, the- whole power of the 
loiperial Qovernmenr :ii will be aeen 
by reforoDoeto the Mail Summary, which 
we puLiiah elsewhere, that the Board 
of Admiralty has been ioBtruoted to 
send to Canadian waters a force suffi- 
Oient for the purpose of enforcing Cu- 
nndiao rights, bb well as generally to 
maintain order on the fishing grounds. 
•J'his decided policy hae been adopted 
none too soon. The Anaericans bad 
beaun to abuse tho generosity and to 
mi.interprol ihe f -rbearance of a good- 
natured neighbor, and thoy had already 
learned to claim as a right what hud 
been conceded too long as a lavor. I he 
tim« had quite arrived for Cunada to 
afisert her rights in no equivoca terms, 
and 8be would anpear to have done bo. 
Ao Imperial fleet will soon take the 
bluhter out of the Z^ck Chandler class 
Many were led to believe from tho bin- 
tant utieranoee of certain frothy polu 
ticians that the enforcement oi the Do- 
minion fishery rights, as uudersiood at 
Ottawa, would meec with rorisunce ai 
Wa«hingLon. Our readers are awnro 
that a dispute as to thq meauiog and 
intent of the treaty has long existed, 
the Caoadiao atlboriiiea holding that 
the three-mile line which marks the 
boundaries tf the shore fi-beries was to 
be taken from headlands, and the 
Hailed States auLboriiios claimin« 
thai tho throe miles must be measured 
from the Bhore-li"e, taking into account 
its slnaosiiiea. Tbe diflf«renco between 
tbeae Interpretations is ?ery groat. Ac- 
cording to the latter view the Ainori- 
cans would come in for much shore fash- 
inir, e-peciallv in the cate of largo bays. 
Noiwiihatandiiig this diveraliy of view, 
however, and noiwiihsiandiDg tho tall 
blaaler in snpport of the Aalorican 
Tiew with which a section of their pres;, 
has recently abounded, it is found that 
the United S'aie3 authorities have 
bowed gracefully to the enforcement, oi 
the Cttuadlan -interpretation. It ap- 
pears from American papers that Sec- 
retary Boutwell has, in compliance 
with tho rtquesl of tho Secretary of 
State, advi-ed Collectors of Customs 
that the aulhoriues of tho Dominion of 
Canada have oni.ullod the systtra of 
grtonting fi»bing licenses to foreign vcs- 
BOls; that hereafter all foreign fi'^her- 
men will bo prevented Irom iiihing in 
tbe waters of tbe Dominion ; and that 
eifthl British vessels have been put in 
service for the proieciion of inshore 
fisheries with power to enforca a com- 
pliance with tho laws. Collectors are^ 
therefore, directed to notify masters of 
fishing TesBols, that parties violating 
the Canadian law w:ll put themselves 
beyond the protection of Iho auiboriiy 
of the TJuic.d States. Tlioee are im- 
portant insiructioQB. They prove that 
the (iBiied Biales Govern ent has a 
clear appreciation of its legal obliga- 
tions. They •will make in the interest 
of peace. However much exchision 
from the Djminion fishing grounds 
may be felt by Aniericuus, there would 
DO longer appear to be groand tor ap» 
prebendiDg any iuternauonai difficuliies 
from It. ^ 

Bepreseotatloa Accordlok to Popu- 
laiion. 

Our respected contemporary of the 
Toronto Globe takes exception to the 
Manitoba Bill on tho ground that it 
gives a representation in the Pedera, 
Councils out of pioporiioa to tbe popu- 
lation of the new Province, the original 
Provinces comprising tho Dominion be- 
ing the incuburo of such proportion. 
Tho population of Manitoba, it is as- 
Bertod, will bo at first only 17,000. 
Yet it is proposed to give it four inora- 
bera in the House of Commons and two 
in tho Senatd. Ontario has only one 
member of the Gammons for evorj Zl,. 
000 of her estimated population; so ih.u 
Manitoba is to have nearly «ix tunes the 
rep-esuiiiaiiou of Oniano iii Uio floiiso 
of Commons, in pioporaju to its popula- 
tion. In the Senate tbe di?proporliOJi 
is Biill greater in favour ol Manitoba. 
Now, we will gladly concede, at the 
outset, that no newspaper in all the wide 
Dominion has a bolter right to bo heard 
U' on this subject- uiun tho To/ento 
Olobe. lu a filteen yeuis' war fur the 
recognition of population as tho true 
buBiH of Parliamentary representation, 
tbe ff^fre waa tbe leador and ibe re- 
COJBiZ^d <Shampion in tho Proha. while 
its doughty proprietor was tho loader 
and ciiutnpion on tbe floor of the 
House. In theory the principle is un- 
doubtedly correct ; andita application 
to iho Dominion if, as a ru'e, doubtless 
desirable. But as all rules have their 
exoeptiouF, wo may bo permitted to 
rnggeat whether it might not bo found 
desirable to recognize some exc' ptions 
in this. In tho older and more tbiokiy 
settled ProviocoB the rule will apply 
with every degree of fairness and equal- 
iiy; but it ia queationablo whether, 
when the Domioion extends Its borders 
Weatward to ua to include new and 
iparsely populated torritorie"^ it would 
be eilLor wue or just that there sbauld 
be »n arbitrary, application of the rule 
iii8ii.ted upon, ladesd We know that in 
•ome iniiMOOS it wonld be a yerj gi:?av 



injustice to do so. In the now Pro- 
vinces, as they come westward, other 
"lemonts besides that of population will, 
we venture to think, have to bo recog- 
nized for a while, at least, as constilui. 
ting a basis for ropreaenlation, such, for 
instance, as territory, resources and 
revenue. But. wo do not soe very clearly 
whv tho Globe overlooks tho Indian 
population of Manitoba for purposes of 
representation. It is quite true that 
the Indians do not nsnally oome within 
tho palo of the frunohlse. But thoy 
nrodnco revenue aod they need govoru- 
ing scarcely lo-*8 than the wbites. In tho 
ease of iiriiish Columbia we would have 
a very decided objooiion to the applica- 
tion of the rigid and exclusive rule 
whioh the GHobe would apply to the now 
Provinoo of Manitoba. Our Indian 
population is estimated as high as six- 
ly-fivo thousand. It probably yields 
not much less tban one moioiy of the 
rniiro revenue. To exclude ihat large 
und important element, and, at the same 
lime, bind »J8 dowu to representation ac- 
cording to population, in tho sarao pro- 
portions, as Ontario and Qaubee, would 
bo most unjust, and would not bo aub- 
mitted to by our people.

Bat it is ulao Buspi uieii tbal OaDadiun corn- 
merolal vesBels will pa^8 ihrooitb (be St Ma- 
ry's Sbip Canul tu Lake Superior, and that 
tlieae may ba used lor Iransporling trnopH 
aud Bupplids (or the WiDnipeg eipediiion, or 
itiBi ibey may carry ionocool provisioiiB 
which afierwirds may beoomo military aop^ 
plies by a tranelcr lo the Goverumeijt. I'beru- 
lore it is widely and wildly propo ed that we 
ehall prohibit any OaneiJidn vea-el Irom 
paFsiog Ibrongb the canal. Thia wooM be n 
radical prereotive, and it ia doabtful if any- 
ibing sbori ot tbi^ wonld be radioal. For 
an expedition of 10,000 men will h»re large 
conneciioL's with itis ttade in provlaione and 
clolbiug.

selves anyseiiona injury. 

The large commerce belweeo the npper 
lakes BDd Oawego and Ogdeosbarg baa ibe 
Una of tbe Wellaod aod tbe St Lawrenoe 
Canal? in the Caoadiao Dooiiaion at a low 
rule ol tolip. 11 woBliat up our Ht Mary's 
Canal to Caoadiao trade wa must eipocl 
tbal the Domioion will ehut up the Weliend 
and St Liwrence Canals lo AmBricao trade. 
If this were done wo ahould bear a howl 
Irom tbe lake porta and tbe farmera all the 
way around Ibe lakes from ObicajjO to Og- 
densburg.
